Strauss was recently in the news 
when his Atomic Energy Commission 
revealed that the fall-out from an H- 
Bomb would threaten all life in an area 
the size of the state of New Jersey. 

Following this report, President 
Dwight D. Eisenhower, through Press 
Secretary James C. Hagerty, expressed 
the hope that giving the facts on the 
fall-out would achieve three objectives: 

(1.) That it would re-emphasize the 
need for world peace and disarmament; 

(2.) That it would emphasize the 
need for speedy adoption of the Presi- 
dential plan for atoms for peace; 

(3.) That it would show the people 
how to safeguard themselves in the 
event that we should be thrown into a 
war of H-bombs. 


With all of Washington’s press organ- 
izations cooperating, the biggest crowd 
ever — 700 strong — turned out for the 
press conference here this week by 
West German Chancellor Konrad Ade- 
nauer. The organizations which put on 
the conference were: The Radio Corres- 
pondents, Senate Press Gallery, Press 
Photographers, Overseas Writers, and 
the National Press Club and Women’s 
Press Club. 

At the speaker’s table was Bill 
Costello of CBS, and other OPCers in 
the room included May Craig, Edgar 
Ansel Mowrer, Esther Tuft and others.
